Alderman ¥xplains to Teachers. 

As soon as the sheet was read, Alder- 
man Grant took the floor, and he ad- 
dressed his remarks to the teachers 
present, with a view of trying to ex- 
piaim to them .why the city did not 
have the money with which to pay 
them what they wanted. He went over 
the estimated receipts. and said that 
the committee had gone against all 
precedent and made an overestimate 
of $100,000 in order to get enough 
money to meet the city’s demands. He 
said that the most important depart- 
ment to take care of was that of 
health, the next that of water, the 
third that of police and the fourth 
that of schools. 

“The members of council,” said Al- 
derman Grant, “are expected totake 
care of the demands of their constitu- 
ents in the way of public improve- 
ments. In my ward, the sixth, I was 
called upon for money to widen Peach- 
tree street, to improve Ivy and Spring 
streets, to repave Marietta street and 
to build the Alabama street viaduct. 
All I got on the sheet was the smail 
amount of $5,000 for Spring street. If 
we make cuts in order to pay the 
teachers more, where is it to come 
from? The finance committee worked 
hard for four days, and we have done 
the very best we could.”

Mayor Sends Message 
-About Depatments. 


Recommends: Legislation For- 
bidding Appointment of Em- 
ployees Who Are Related to 
Heads of Departments---Res- 
olution Is Introduced. 


Legislation prohibiting the appoint- 
ment of any clerk or other employee 
in dny office of the city government 
who is related “within the third de- 
gree” to the head of the department, 
was recommended by Mayor Winn in 
a message submitted to the general 
council yesterday afternoon. 

It is reported that the mayor's 
message followed an investigation he 
made as to the personne) of the em- 
ployees in the various offices of the 
city and which disclosed the fact that 
many of these employees are related 
to the heads of the departments. 

“The men on the city’s pay roll, in 
whatever department, should be 6m- 
ployed solely with regard to their 
ability and fitness to do tle particu- 
lar work with which they are 


charged,”. said the mayor in his noes 


sage. 

“With a view to attaining the stand- 
ard of efficiency if pogstble, TI re- 
spectfully recommend to your honor- 
able body that appropriate legislation 
should be had at your hands provid- 
ing that no person shall be elected or 
appointed by any of-the heads of: the 
departments or departmental boards of 
the city to any salaried position in said 
department or under said board who 
is related within the third degree, 
either byeconsanguinity or affinity. to 
the head of said- department or any 
member of said board under which 
said appointee or employee fs to serve, 
or who ts related tn like degree, either 
to the mayor of the city or any member 
of the general council, who may De in 
office at the time of such election or 
appointmest.” 

The message was referred to the 
committee on legislation. and shortly 
afterward Alderman Warren and 
Councilman Evins introduceg an or- 
dinance making it unlawful for any 
head of a city department or for any 
city board to employ any person who 
is relateq within the third degree, 
either by consanguinity or affinity; to 
the heads of said departments or 
boards. * 

It is provided in the ordinance that 
it shall not apply to such departments 
or boards where the selection of the 
employee or appointee Is baseq upon 
eligibility and fitness for service as- 
certatned by meéntal or other examina- 
tion provided by the rules, regula- 
tions or ordinances governing such 
departments or boards. 

Thomas Egleston, member of the 
bond commission from the § eighth 
ward, tendered his resignation, and on 
motion of Councilman Humphrey, Ed- 
ward H..-Inman was elected to suc- 
ceed him. 

F. J. Chappeleer, 
board of health from the fifth ward, 
tendered his resignation because he 
haS moved out of the ward. On mo- 
tion of Alderman Maddox, Dr. F. J. 
Freeman was @6lected in his place. 

On recommendation of the printing 
committee the contract for the sity 
printing this year was awarded to the 
Lester Book and Stationery .Company 
for $3,108.95, this company having 
made the lowest bid. 

Councilman Johnston offéred a reso- 
lution, which was adopted, providing 
that the.council investigate the cost 
of erecting a school in’ Ansley Park 
for the use of the children of that 
section.

Navy Department Orders Full 
Report on Retirement of 
the Admiral 


ALLEGED THAT OFFICERS 
FORCED ADMIRAL 10 QUIT 


Stories Reflect Seriously on 
Morals of Barry --- Alleged 
That Some Officers Wanted 
to Send Barry a Loaded Pis- 
tol With Intimation That He 
Ought to Commit Suicide. 


San Francisco, January 6.—Rear Ad- 
miral Edward B. Barry today hauled 
down his pennant and relinquished 
command of the Pacific fleet to Rear 
Admiral Chauncey Thomas. The cere- 
mony was marked by all the formali- 
ties prescribed by the regulations, but 
the peculiar and grave circumstances 
to which rport ascribes Admiral Bar- 
ry’s sudden request for retirement 
robbed the occasion of the spontaneous 
and persona! features which custom al- 
ways made a part of such incidents. 

Barry Speaks to Officers. 

After receiving the orders detaching 
him from the command of the fleet, 
Admiral Barry made a short speech» to 
the assembled officers and men, ex- 
pressing a warm feeling for the West 
Virginia and regret at leaving tune 
cruiser. 

Instead of immediately going ashore, 
as is customary, the admiral retired to 
his cabin, where he waited until night- 
fall, when he stepped into a motor 
launch awaiting him and was taken to 
the naval landing. 

While he was waiting in his cabin 
Admiral Barry received a reporter, to 
whom he denied in emphatic terms the 
reports that had been made concerning 
the reasons for his unexpected retire- 
ment from the navy. Admiral sarry 
will leave shortly for New York, where 
he expects to make his home. 

Ugly Stories About Barry. 

Stories reflecting seriously upon 
the character of the _ retiring ad- 
miral are being circulated widely, and 
naval officers in port have taken cog- 
nizance of them. There is an inti- 
mation in these stories that the ad- 
miral has been forced to rétire. In 
speaking of these rumors Admiral 
Barry said: 

“It is not true that I have been 
forced to retire. Other men have 
asked for immediate retirement before, 
The reasons that have caused me to 
do this are partly public and partly 
private. 

“The man who is triumphantly vin- 
dicated under such circumstances is 
as much a |joser as if the charges were 
proved to be true. I believe that by 
requesting immediate retirement I 
can save the navy a scandal.” 

Wanted Barry to Kill Self. 

The stories concerning Admiral Bar- 
ry are of a nature reflecting upon his 
moral character.

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Fitzhugh’s Withdrawal} 
Did Not Clear Matters. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 16.—Phe 
struggle for the seat of James B. Fra- 
zier in the United States senate as- 
sumed a new aspect this afternoon 
when the announcement of the with- 
drawal of G. T. Fitzhugh, of Shelby 


county, became known. Fitzhugh has 
been the favorite candidate of those 
independent democrats who have most 
ardently supported state-wide prohibi- 
tion and election laws. He presided 
over the independent democratic con- 
vention which indorsed Hooper, repub- 
ligan, for governor, and 
made speeches for Hooper. His with- 
drawal has put the independent demo- 
crats “into the air,’ and at the same 
time has caused Senator Frazier to 
redouble his efforts to secure the Fitz- 
hugh vote and so many of the repub- 
licans as will give him the prize. He 
has had five “regulars” voting for him 
since the beginning, and his managers 
insist that if the Fitzhugh democrats 
and the republicans come to him he 
will win on tomorrow's ballot. 

But there are abundant signs that 
all of the Fitzhugh vote and some of 
ap republicans will not accept Fra- 
zier. 

It was sure, up to the time Fitz- 
hugh’s withdrawal announcement was 
made this afternoon, that General 
Luke E. Wright, ex-secretary of war, 
would enter the race tomorrow, but 
when that came, there was expressed 
a determination by the Wright mana- 
gers to give McMillin a further oppor- 
tunity.

Speaker Learns That He 
Doesn't Own House. 


January 16.—The stir- 
ring scenes of the last session of 
congress, when the house overthrew 
Speaker Cannon and took the making 
of its rules into its own hands, was 
re-enacted in part on the floor of the 
house today. 

Threatened with what 
to be an effort to “draw the teeth” 
of one of the most important of the 
new rules, democrats and insurgents 
joineq in the defeat of the speaker. 
By a vote of 145 to 126 the combined 
forces rallied to the support of Repre- 
sentative Fitzgerald (democrat), o§ 
New York. and sustained him in hte 
appeal from the speaker's ruling. 

The fight developed as the result 
of the second attempt to use the new 
rule which gives the house power to 
discharge a committee from further 
consideration of a bill that has been 
referred to it. The insurgents and 
the democrats believeg this rule was 
ironclad; that as soon as the con- 
sideration of bills by unanimous con- 
sent had been concluded on every first 
and third Monday of the month the 
house was bound by the new rule to 
take up the motions to discharge com- 
mittees from the custody of the speci- 
fied bills. When the moment arrived 
today, however, Speaker Cannon gave 
recognition to Representative Hull, of 
Iowa, chairman of the military affairs 
committee. 

When the vote finally was taken upon 
the appeal from Speaker Cannon’s 
ruling, 23 insurgents and all but one 
of the democrats present voted against 
the speaker. The result was the defeat 
of his ruling by a vote of 145 to 126. 
Fourteen members answered pregent, 
but did not vote because of pairs with 
absent members. 

The result of the vote is to settlé 
definitely the status of the new rule. 
The plan had been outlined before the 
session opened, to attempt to set the 
army appropriation bill in ahead of

Many Harmony Conferences. 

The banquet will be the closing 
feature of a day given over to 
mony conferences among the 
crats from various sections of the 
country. Governor Harmon, of Ohio, 
and Champ Clark, of Missouri, are to 
be the centra! figures in the dar’s do- 
ings. Both will deliver formal ad- 
dresses at a meeting in the Lyrie to- 
morrow afternoon and both probably 
will be calleq upon for impromptu re- 
marks at the banquet, although 
neither is on the regular list of after- 
dinner speakers.

Governor Eugene N. Foss, of Magsa- 
chusetts; former Representative Theo- 
dore M. Bell, of California: former 
Senator Blackburn, of Kentucky: Sene- 
tor Robert L. Taylor, of Tennessee: 
Senator Shively, of Indiana: Repre- 
sentative-elect Martin W. Littleton, of 
New York: National Chairman Norman 
E. Mack and “Deacon” James C. 
Hemphill, of Richmond, qre among 
others scheduled to take part in the 
conference and to deliver speecheg 
either at the meeting during the after- 
noon or at the banquet in the evening. 

A special train from Washington 
will bring to Baltimore tomorrow eve- 
ning. practically every democratic 
member of the United States senate 
and house of representatives. A)lte- 
gether it is expected that more than 
1,000 faithful democrats will sit about 
the “groaning boards” in the Fifth 
regiment armory tomorrow night. 

No Presidential Booms. 

Contrary to the general impression

Fol- 
lowing our talk when she had offered 
me a thousand dollars to poison 
Schenk, Mrs. henk evaded me for 
several days. On the morning of her 
arrest she came ‘to the hospital and 
asked me if she could sée her husband.

The 
speaker promised to recognize wim for 
the purpose, but intimated that Mr.

This was unanimous consent day in 
the house and nothing could be taken 
up except by unanimous consent. 

As it happened, when Mr. Hardwick 
sought to intreduce the _ resolutions 
and have them printed, Mr. Payne was 
on his feet with an objection. Then 
Mr. Hardwick asked leave to extend 
his remarks in the record, which also 
met objeetion. 

Then Mr. Hardwick turned objector 
and opposed the consideration of 
everything good, bad and indifferent, 
until his request was given attention.

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Washington, January 16.—The law 
of Alabama, passed in 1897, to prevent 
agreements and combinations between 
insurance companies for the purpose 
of fixing rates of fire insurance, was 
heid to be constitutional today by the 
Supreme court of the United States. 

The act provided that every policy 
of fire insurance should be interpret- 
ed, in event of loss thereunder, to in- 
clude a 25 per cént penalty if the in- 
surance company, either at the §¢ime 
the policy was issued or before the 
time of trial, was a member of a 
tariff association for fixing the rate 
of insurance . 

The question of the 
law arose in a suit of Foster K. 
Jr., against German Alltance 
Surance Company, of New 
recover $4,000 insurance for the loss 
by fire of lumber at Byrne’s mill pond, 
Baldwin county, Alabama, and 
$1,000 penalty under the act of 1897.

Make Reports in 
Detail. 


In making thelr semi-annual reports 


to the governor for the last hal¢ of 
1910, insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in this state will be required to 
conform strictly to the letter of the 
law, according to Secretary A. H. Ulm, 
who is also insurance clerk of the gov- 
ernor’s office.

Most Lengthy Murder Trial in 
History of South Georgia. 
Bitter Feeling Between Fac- 
tions Which Marked Begin- 
‘ning of Trial Has Abated.

After a whole day of 
the trial of W. B. and Achie Lyens 
for the alleged murder of Fleming 
Smith two years ago, it seems evident 
tonight that the case will go to the 
jury tomorrow. 

A feature of the argument came 
when the court asked the sheriff to 
put a table between Attorney J. R. 
Cooper and the jury, as the lawyer 
was touching the jurymen while talk- 
ing to them. 

The court room was crowded for the 
oratorical flow, many women being 
present. 

Court convened this morning at 8:30 
o’clock for the eighth day’s proceed- 
ings. The trial will go down on rec- 
ord as the most lengthy, as well 4s 
one of the most noted, murder trials 
in the history of south Georgia, 

Most of the 200 witnesses who were 
summoned here on this case from vari- 
ous sections of this and other states, 
coming mainly, from Jesup 
and Wayne county, to their 
respective homes upon being discharg- 
ed at a late hour Saturday evening, at 
the conclusion of the hearing of testi- 
mony by the court, leaving only the 
counsel and a few of the most inter- 
ested friends on either side. 

Feeling and the demarcations of bit- 
ter prejudices between the friends of 
the prosecution and the friends of the 
defense, which marked the beginning 
of the trial, seem to have abated as 
the case progressed, and satisfaction 
and quiet now reign awaiting the 
the verdict.

Montgomery, Ala., January 16.—-(Spe- 
cial.) —Colonel Emmet O’Neal, former- 
ly a citizen of Florence, Ala., at noon 
today took the oath of office which 
made him governor of this state. At the 


same moment Braxton Bragg Comer, 
for four years governor of Alabama, 


became one of the state’s distinguish- 
ed citizens, giving way on the boards 
for a new administration with totally 
different views. 

Oath of office was administereg at 
the capitol] in the presence of the 
legislature of the state and was read 
by General Robert F. Ligon, clerk of 
the supreme court. Immediately fol- 
lowing upon this the new executive, 
hand in hand with the retiring gov- 
ernor, repaired to a stand in front of 
the statehouse,. where the inaugural 
addresses of the day were delivered 
and where 10,000 people cheered them- 
selves hoarse as the new official out- 
lined the policies for wich he will 
stand quring the next four years,

Law an Invasion of Rights. 

Governor O’Neal pronounced Ala- 
bama'’s drastic prohibition laws an in- 
vasion of individual rights and consti- 
tutional guarantees gnd declared the 
attempt to insert a prohibition clause 
in the state constitution the offspring 
of intolerance and bigotry. He pro- 
claimed prohibition a failure, and rec! 
ommended a general local option law. 
He advocate a divorce between liquor 
interests and politics to be accom- 
plished by the creating of an excise 
commission vested with the power to 
control the liquor traffic. He declared 
that virtue cannot be legislated into 
men's lives, and that the solution of 
the problem ts the proper regulation 
of the liquor traffic, mainly along the 
lines of prohibiting the sale of any- 
thing except the purest liquors. His 
address indicated a conservative pol- 
icy. 

Referring to the prohibition laws en- 
acted in 1807 and 1909, he said: 

Individual Rights Invaded. 


“I have reserved a review of those 
Statutes for my regular message, but 
it may not be improper to state that 
certain provisions of these laws, more 
radical, extreme and arbitrary than 
any before enacted in any southern 
State, created public alarm, and pro- 
voked general Soe by their 
invasion of individual rights and con- 
atitutional guarantees.” 

He characterized the  prohibftion 
amendment as both unwise and unnec- 
essary, and ‘‘the offspring of that fatal 
union of intolerance and bigotry which 
has filled the pages of history with 
the darkest chapter of human folly 
and tyranny.” 

“We, who are commissioned to exe- 
cute and make the laws for the people 
of Alabama,” he said; “are not chil- 
dren, but grown-up men. fe are not 
idealists or theor{8ts seeking some im- 
possible Utopia. We are practical men 
of affairs, acquainted with the world 
and with some experience of its condi- 
tions. We take poor, weak human na- 
ture as it is, for we know that the 

illennium has not yet arrived. Wead- 
focate temperance. We uphold the 
highest standard of Christian charac- 
ter. We heed the healing voice of 
Christian charity, but we know that 
we cannot legislate virtue into men’s 
lives. We recognize that in all liquor 
legislation there are but two policies. 
We must aim either at the abolition or 
the regulation of the traffic.”

Chicago, January 16.—With foreign 
countries shipping heavily and with 
domestic stocks of wheat piling up,

Strangely enough, selling of wheat 
did not become pronounced at any 
time The bears were timid. Resting 
commission buyers on a quarter scale 
downward kept the market from show- 
ing much demoralization, although the 
drift of news was decidedly depress- 
ing. India reported rains, assuring 
a good harvest throughout important 
districts; Australia was forcing car- 
goes for sale at a reduced level and 
there was sharp competition at that 
from the Argentine. More pessimistic 
yet were world shipments for the 
week which owns considerably larger 
than a year ago, Russia, tn particular, 
forwarding much more than expected. 
As if to make matters worse for hold- 
ers, the cash wheat markets in all di- 
rections seemed dead. St. Louis and 
Kansas City sent word that most of 
the day’s receipts were unsold. In the 
face of such an array, rallies were in- 
frequent and feeble and closing fig- 
ures were at the lowest point reached.

@1.01, with the first named price pre- 
valling when the gond sounded, a net 
loss of % @lc. 

Corn ranged lower with wheat, and 
on the absence of export buying May 
fluctuations ran from 49% to 49% and 
closed % lower at 49%.
